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1. FOURTH MEETING CONVENED 10 A.M. APRIL 25 WITH SCHMIDT-KUESTER 
(FRG) IN CHAIR AND ATTENDED BY 28 REPRESENTATIVES OF ALL ECG 
MEMBERS EXCEPT FOR LUXEMBOURG. REPRESENTATIVES OF OECD AND 
OECD/NEA ALSO PRESENT. 

2. ESSENTIAL FOCUS OF MEETING WAS PRESENTATION OF PROPOSALS IN 
TEN TECHNOLOGY PRIORITY AREAS BY "LEAD COUNTRIES" 

FOLLOWED BY BREIF DISCUSSIONS. WITH EXCEPTION OF THREE U.S. 

PROPOSALS (REACTOR SAFETY, FUSION AND ENERGY CONSERVATION) 

OTHER PRESENTATIONS DID NOT SUGGEST SPECIFIC PROJECTS BUT 
PROVIDE ADEQUATE BASIS FOR EXPERTS TO DEVELOP SPECIFIC 
PROPOSALS. JAPANESE WERE COMPLIMENTED ON THEIR COMPREHENSIVE 
PROPOSAL ON SOLAR ENERGY. CONSIDERABLE INTEREST EXPRESSED IN 
U.S. REACTOR SAFETY PROPOSAL. EXCEPT FOR BELGIAN SUGGESTIONS 
TO PLACE SEVERAL NUCLEAR REACTOR TECHNOLOGIES INCLUDING FAST 
BREEDERS ON PRIORITY LIST FOR INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION, NO 
SUGGESTIONS WERE MADE FOR REVISING LIST. BELGIAN VIEWS DID NOT 
RECEIVE SUPPORT FROM ANY DELEGATION. 

3. NEXT STEP IS FURTHER DEFINITAION BY EXPERTS OF SPECIFIC 
TOPICS FOR COOPERATION WITHIN EACH OF THE TEN PRIORITY AREAS 
AND IDENDIFIC ATION OF POTENTIAL PARTICIPANTS. IN RESPONSE TO 
CONCERN OF UK AND OTHER THAT AGREEMENTS FOR COOPERATIVE PROJECTS 
THE RESULT OF NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN PARTIES, AD HOC R&D GROUP 
REMINDED THAT DEVELOPMENT OF SPECIFIC ARRANGEMENTS FOR COOPERATIVE 
PROJECTS WAS NOT WITHIN THE SCOPE OF THE ADHOC GROUP'S 

WORK WHICH WAS TO IDENTIFY AND MAKE RECOMMENDATIONS ON EXPANSION 
OF INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION IN ENERGY R&D.
